This con- 
cept almost certainly grew out of 
the professionally directed and 
produced ‘‘sale’’ of himself dur- 
ing the clean-as-a-hound’s-tooth 
period of the Republican cam- 
paign in 1952. With the aid of 
his wife, a cocker spaniel, a good 
script, an excellent set, and a 
wistful voice, Mr. Nixon. talked 
himself right out: of a situation 
which had embarrassed almost 
everyone save himself. 


Many others are disturbed by 
his reckless campaign methods 
of accusation and smear. Still 
others see him as a Shallow 
young man with no obvious depth 
of compassion, intellect or hu- 
man understanding to give him 
balance. Still others see him as 
“The Man in the Gray Flannel 
Suit,’’ the pushing, ambitious 
young junior executive on the 
make, willing to take all the 
short cuts and cut all the throats 
necessary to advance himself.

House Vote Ends 


Bill This Session

A bill providing for a toll road 
from Brunswick to St. Marys was 
defeated in the House Tuesday for 


the second time in aS many days. | 


It is thus doomed for this session. 
On a reconsideration vote the 
bill received 99 ayes and 74 nays, 
four votes short of the required 
majority. 
The move to reconsider came 
after a series of parliamentary 


maneuvers by both opponents and 


proponents. 


FIGHT OVER RULES 


The first battle developed over 
establishment of an agenda for 
the day but was deferred until a 
meeting of the Rules Committee. 

Rep. Colbert Hawkins of Screven, 
who opposed the mill, then asked 


for the reading of House Rule 152, | 
‘which calls for a two-thirds ma- 


jority on the reconsideration of 
bills. 

Floor Leader Denmark Groover, 
one of the signers of the bill, 
countered with Rule 108, which al- 
lows reconsideration on the follow- 
ing day by simple majority. Speak- 
er Marvin Moate, who also signed 
the bill, ruled in favor of Groover, 
stating that his decision was based 
on customary procedure. 

Hawkins appealed the ruling, but 
a House vote upheld Moate. 


“EVERY OPPORTUNITY” 


The Screven representative said 


that “‘every opportunity has been 


given to pass the bill’’ and urged | 


the House to get on to ‘‘vast num- 
ber’’ of remaining bills on the 
calendar. 

On the move to reconsider, 
Groover was supported by a 91-62 
vote. 

During the passage of local bills, 
the House Rules Committee ad- 
journed to the State Library to 
decide when the bill would be 
called back. Rep. Harold Willing- 
ham of Cobb moved that the speak- 
er be allowed to call the bill at 
any time he desired. 

Opponents of the bill expressed 
strong opposition to the motion and 
threatened to delay action on other

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Pinball Inquiry 


Dies on the Vine 


The legislative committee investigat- 
ing an alleged shakedown of pinball 
machine operators has adjourned, leaving 
a lot of questions unanswered. 

The committee was formed to look 
into reports that men representing them- 
selves as friends of the administration 
were collecting money from pinball ma- 
chine operators to head off legislation 
that would put them out of business. 

The committee questioned some wit- 
nesses but let others go unquestioned. The 


power of the subpoena was invoked 
lightly if at all. When J. Y. Stokes of 
Albany arrived to testify the committee 
went into executive session, barring the 
press and the public. Mr. Stokes’ testi- 
mony. whatever it may have been, was 
stricken when a senator, a representative 
and a state patrolman questioned his rep- 
utation. 

One of the committee’s last acts was 
to insert into the record a Georgia Bu- 
reau of Investigation report. This report 


quoted a Columbus coin machine 
erator as stating he had received a tele- 
phone call from Gov. Marvin Griffin's 
brother, Cheney, concerning pinball leg- 
islation. The report added that the re- 
ceiver of the call later said he was sure 
it was somebody impersonating the gov- 
ernor’s brother. 

Cheney Griffin has denied making the 
call, and blamed it on influence peddlers. 
These elusive gentlemen, incidentally, 
seem to be the special plague of this 
administration. 

In the meanwhile, a Paulding County 
grand jury has indicted one of the men 
mentioned as selling advertising to pin- 
ball machine operators for use in “Traf- 
fic Tragedies.” This magazine is printed 
on the presses of the Bainbridge Post- 
Searchlight, a weekly owned by Marvin 
and Cheney Griffin. The indicted man 
is W. E. McDuffie, a former GBI officer. 
The charge against him is impersonating 
an officer, a misdemeanor. 

The pinball committee has adjourned, 
and there the matter hangs. Those who 
expected flashing lights and ringing bells 
might as well ask for their nickels back.

The Senate Does Need 
More Time on Budget 


The Georgia Senate adopted Monday 
a resolution to require earlier budget 
messages from the governor. The pro- 
posal, offered by Sen. Everett Millican, 
of Atlanta, would require the governor 
to submit his spending proposals within 
the first three days of the legislative 
seSS10N. 

The senator’s resolution not only has 
the backing of his colleagues but of pub- 
lic opinion as well. The present spending 
bill of $284,000,000 is the greatest in 
history. It was handed to the Senate in 
its final week—a week in which hundreds 
of other measures had to be considered. 

No body of men can consider care- 
fully an appropriations measure of such 
size in five days. The Senate must take 
the House’s word as to the wisdom of 
most passages. Its members will do well 
to even read it, much less give it careful 
consideration. The people’s funds should 
not be handed out without question at the 
request of one man. 

The legislative branch of government 
has surrendered to an alarming extent in 
recent years its responsibility for state 
funds. It is time that some moves were 
made to reassume this responsibility. The 
Millican resolution is one way. Establish- 
ment of a permanent joint watchdog com- 
mittee would be another. 

The setting up of a state budget coun- 
cil is still another move that must 
come as Georgia government continues to 
grow bigger each year.

Georgias Idle Funds 


Will Remain That Way 


Another measure to reduce the bur- 
den on the taxpayer has died a-borning. 

A committee of the House has killed 
a proposal to allow the state to invest 
its surplus money in short term, inter- 
est-bearing notes. Currently the surplus 
lies fallow in banks. | 

The suggestion thus joins many other 
proposals of the Legislative Economy 
Committee in never-never land. 

The government of Georgia is big 
business and the state’s surplus is a 
sizable thing. As now handled, this sur- 
plus looks very well in the deposit 
accounts of politically favored banks. But 
under these conditions it is not working 
for the benefit of the average taxpayer. 

Short term government notes: these 
days are as safe and as liquid as cash 
buried beneath the smokehouse floor. By 
no stretch of the imagination can they be 
called risky.

Khrushchev’s Challenge 
Means What It Says 


Soviet Communist Party Boss Khrush- 
chev has issued another challenge to the 
United States and the free world in what 
sounds like a declaration of all-out eco- 
nomic war. 

In an address to the party congress in 
Moscow yesterday, Khrushchev also re- 
iterated the basic Lenin doctrine of world 
communism—the new name for age-old 
Russian imperialism. 

“The principal feature of our effort,” 
said Khrushchev, “is the emergence of 
socialism from the confines of one country 
and its transformation into a world sys- 
tem.”’

the most highly developed capitalist coun- 
tries in per capita production.” 

The speech cannot be taken lightly in 
this country, where there is a growing re- 
luctance to accept the role of leader of the 
free world. This reluctance, expressed in 
opposition to foreign aid and technical as- 
sistance to such countries as India, gives 
the Communists the initiative. 

In one respect, Khrushchev’s speech 
Was even more pointed. He argued that 
unless this country accepts the Soviet of- 
fers on disarmament and non-aggression, 
there will be an “arms race on an even 
greater scale.” 

Since Moscow's terms are not accept- 
able and would mean eventual world con- 
quest by communism, this nation and the 
other free nations have no alternative but 
to accept the challenge. 

Khrushchev’s speech means that the 
struggle between East and West will cén- 
tinue. It means an intensification of the 
economic, ideological and military bat- 
tles for survival. 

The Communists can win this struggle 
only if free men default in their duties.

Large Interstate Truck Firms Are Charged 
With Not Paying Equal Share of Taxes 


Atlanta — Regardless of the op 
position by county commissioners, 
owners of private automobiles, 
bakery fleets, milk and light de- 
livery trucks and the press, sev- 
eral members of the Legislature 
who operate a few 60,000-lb. over- 
size tractor trailers have succeed- 
ed in passing a measure that will 
greatly increase the hazards of the 
highways on which so many deaths 
and damages to light vehicles are 
reported. 

Few legislators are informed 
about the real truck situation. 

There are comparatively few 
farmer - and-Georgia-owned 60,000- 
lb. trucks or commercial carriers 
that are involved, but the few that 
are owned by members of the 
Legislature are holding an umbrel- 
la over the hundreds of foreign 
interstate commercial carriers 
that the United States Bureau of 
Public Roads report operate 60,000,- 
lb. trucks in Georgia yearly by 
paying yearly $13.93 and $15.30 per 
hundred ton-miles while automo- 
biles, milk, bread and farmer 
trucks are paying $34.97 and $42.79. 

Georgia-owned 60,000-lb. trucks 
are paying reasonable fees. 

Thus it will be noted that the 
thousands of farmer, milk and 
bread trucks that the proponents 
hide behind in their effort to get

than three times as much for use 
of the highways as the 60,000-lb.

I mention these things for one 
purpose only. A few kids get in 
trouble and all of us oldsters feel 
that the younger generation is lost. 
We lie awake at night, as we 
know other parents 
knowing that the shock and sor- 
row these parents are suffering 
might have come to us. 

We forget that one man who 
breaks the traffic rules and wrecks 
on the expressway attracts more 
attention than the 50,000 quiet, 
home-going men who didn’t break 
the law and wreck. We forget that 
the schools are full of good, bright, 
honest, ambitious kids who live 
by the rules and still have plenty 
of fun. 

We forget that there are more 
youngsters in the Key Club than 
there ever were in the Dukes or 
the Hoods.

The sun was the color of fresh-churned butter—an opulent 
yellow poured richly over the winter landscapé. 

February’s up to her old tricks, I told myself. False spring 
it is, nothing more, But I kept peering at the willows along 
fence rows and creek banks looking for the tiniest flush of green, 
The folks in Mableton didn't pause to ask if the sun meant what 
it said.

“You need a well in the yard,’”’ I suggested to Mr. Cole, but 
he shook his head sadly.

“You up here attending court?” he asked me with the deli- 
cate courtesy of the country courthouse. (‘‘Attending court’’ con- 
notes a regal kind of spectatorship, rather than grubby partici- 
pation.) 


Il said I had come to see what the grand jury was going to 
do, and together we looked around at the others who were 
waiting on the grand jury. 


**Folks up here lawing,’’ remarked Mr. Cole cheerfully. ‘‘This 
generation acts mighty sorry sometimes. Come up here lawing, 
getting divorces and getting on the welfare.’’

Blushing is thuse a form of 
‘stuttering’? wherein the muscle 
fibers around the blood vessels 
in the skin, go haywire. 

Spastic colitis is al s o “stutter- 
ing’ by the circular muscles 
surrounding the large bowel. 

Angina pectoris may also be 
conceived of 4s ‘‘stuttering’”’ of 
the circular muscle fibers around 
the coronary arteries. 

“Social vomiting’ ornausea 
when in a crowd, is another va- 
riety. And many mature execu- 
tives have “stuttering” of the 
hand when they try to sign their 
names while their secretaries 
look on.
